Events were moving so*rapidly on 
the West front yesterday that the 
situation changed from hour to hour. 
ap to 3 o'clock in the afternoon thé 
latest authoritative news was that the 
2nd British Army had captured Cour- 
trai, Bolleghen, and Luinghe. Thielt 
was captured at 3.30 in the morning. 
The Belgian coast has been cleared of 
the enemy and the Allied line now 
runs from a point on the Dutch fron- 
tier, east of Bruges and south of 
Courtrai. e 

In the region of Tournai wè have 
not anly crossed the Marq river be- 
tween Betiaglii and Chereng, but 
the advance between this point an 
the Scarpe continues, and we have 
now reached the line that is practi- 
cally level with the line south of the 
Scarpe.

Vice-Admiral Keyes reports as fol- 
lows:—On the morning of Oct, 17 the 
military situation between Nieuport 
and Ostend was-obscure. It seemed 
uncertain whether the enemy h 
withdrawn from the coasts Up to 
then no fires had been started by him 
either at Middlekerke or Ostend. A 
division of destroyers reconnoitred 
the coast, assisted by aircraft. The 
arrived off Ostend by 11 a.m., at whic 
hour one of our aircraft landed on the 
beach wher’ large crowds.of inhabi- 
tants had assembled. I proceeded into 
harbour in a whaler, and landed 
about 11.30 a.m., meeting. with a great 
reception. The enemy at the time 
were not clear of the town anda light 
battery at Le Coq opened fire at the 
ships, 2 shells falling on the beach 
por to a crowd of excited inhabit- 
ants, 


Admiral Re-Embarks. 

A heavy battery of 4 guns from the 
direction of Zeebrugge now opened 
fire om the destroyers, 
seemed possible that the presence of 
the naval force might lead to the bom- 
bardment of Ostend, or at any rate to 
moreshells falling in the town where 
they would endangerAhe lives of the 
civilians parading the streets, it was 
decided to' withdraw the naval force, 
and thus give the enemy no excuse for 
firing towards the town. I therefore 
re-embarked and the destroyers with- 
drew, being heavily shelled, to just 
east of- Middelkerke, Four motor 
launches were left at Ostend as an 
in-shore patrol, the inhabitants being 
nervous ofthe Germans returning.

In view of 
the difficulty of landing and the un- 
certainty of the situation they pro- 
ceeded in H.M; Destroyer Termagant, 
flying the Belgian flag at the main, to 
the vicinity of Ostend, The senior 
officer of the British motor launch 
patrol off Ostend, which had been 
reinforced by French motor launches, 
reported that all had been quiet for 
some hours. Their Majesties there- 
fore landed, and proceeded to. the 
Hotel de Ville. They were received 
everywhere with indescribable enthu- 
siasm. hey returned to Dunkirk 
about 10 p.m. The. British navai 
forces auftered no damage and in- 
curred no casualties. 
Big Captures at Ostend. 

Various messages from Paris give 
details of the cecupation of Ostend 
by the Allied troops.

In 
Monday’s fighting alone, in addition 
to destroying 80 enemy machines and 
driving down 6 further machines out 
of control, British airmen flew con- 
tinuously over the battlefield, direct- 
ing the fire of the artillery, reportin 
new targets, maintaining contact wit 
the front line troops and in divers 
other ways contributing to the success 
of the operations. An interesting in- 
dication of Germany’s' weakening grip 
upon Belgium is to be found in the 
steady withdrawal of her air forces in 
the vicinity of Bruges and Ghent. 
This withdrawal was dictated partly 
by the rapid march of events in the 
south-west, but is ged the result of 
intensive bombing by the R.A.F. 

Gothas’ Nests Bombed. 
For some months past British airmen 
have made, also daily, bombing raids 
upon important aerodromes, particu- 
larly upon those at St. Denis West- 
rem, Mariakerke, Maria-Aalter, etc., 
in the Ghent group.

Sanhedrim of Sovereigns. 
Strange things are now happening 
in Germany itself—behind a certain 
veil of mystery, and of these perhaps. 
the most serious and significant, as a 
sign of the times, was the assemblage 
at Berlin, under the Kaiser’s presi- 
dency, of all his fellow-sovereigns in 
the Fatherland—some 2 in number, 
For it is too often forgotten, or, 
rather, rarely realised, that William 
II. of Prussia, as German Emperor, is 
by no means the only independent 
sovereign in the confederation of the 
Btates called Empire, though it is only 
one in name. This confederation of 
States is called “Reich ” or “Realm,” 
just as the corresponding union of 
separate States in America is termed 
ib ublic,” with an elective President 
in the latter case, and a hereditary one 
in the other. But otherwise there are 
really many points of resemblance be- 
tween the two, though it ‘would take 
me too long to elaborate them all. 
will only say that the easiest way of 
. geting to understand the United 
is

to study the constitution of the 
United States of America, termed 
“ Republie”—though I fear that even 
now, when the Americans are our 
Allies, and we have every reason to 
clear our minds of all misapprehen-

Thick as Thieves. 


We talk of autocrats, or one-man 
Governments; but where in all the 
world will you find a ruler, at the pre- 
sent time, invested with so much per- 
sonal pirer as the President of the 
United States of America—power 
freely given him by the will of his 
people to be used at his discretion and 
for the term of hig office, which ìs 
four years. In comparison with 
Woodrow Wilson, Wiiliam II. is a 
mere puppet in the hands of his 
generals and ‘the Lord knows who 
else; for it wouldalefy the wit of man 
to say where and what the head- 
centre of military and political power 
in Germany now is. One thing cer- 
tain is that it does not inhere either 
in the head or tho Jand of William IT, 
of Prussia, as President of the United 
States of Germany, known as the Em- 

ire. This new confederation calied 
‘Empire” was “proclaimed” by 
Bismarck at Versailles in January, 
1871, at the instance of the King of 
Bavaria—as the most important sove- 
reign after his fellow monarch of 
Prussia—while, the ruler who fol- 
lowed, by raar i for three cheers, or 
“Hochs,” for the new German Em- 
peror, not Emperor of Germany, was 
his son-in-law, the Grand Duke of 
Baden, whose nephew, Prince Max, is 
now acting as. Imperial Chancellor, 
though whether he will be so when 
thaw lines appear in print remains to 
be seen. 

Divine Right Rubbish. 


Another point I wish to bring out 
is that the proclamation of the Em- 
pire was not accompanied then, or 
afterwards, by any coronation of the 
Kaiser as president of the Germanic 
Union, seeing that such a ceremony 
would have implied sovereignty of 
the Emperor over Germany; whereas 
he is oniy sovereign in his own king- 
dom of Prussia, while his only su 
jects proper are his own Prussian 


Questions of Coronation. 
-But how, then, came it that Wil- 
liam I. had broken with the prece- 
dent set him by his five predecessors 
including Frederick the Great, and 
elected to crown timself ¿t Königs- 
berg like the firsr of his royal line? 
The answer is, that in the meanwhile 
a constitution of sorts bad been 
wrung from tho iatter monarch by
